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DESCRIBE THE PRESENT AND ORIGINAL (IF KNOWN) PHYSICAL APPEARANCE

The Wolcott House is a bold, cubicly massed Italinate Style strueture with a siuple
rectangular wing. Built circa 1-859, the wood frame home has been the residence of
three generations of Wol-cotts a1-1- prominent i-n Indiana government. The 2 story house
rests on a rubbl-estone foundation that comprises the basement wal-l-s. The main facade
is divided into 5 bays. The slate hipped roof i-s highl-ighted by a large gl-ass enclosed
cupola with ornatel-y carved wooden corners. 4 brick chimneys two on each side, pierce
the roof l-ine. A parapet wall- with port-holes above the eaves, the decorated cornice
below is bracketed. AL1 the windows are doubl-e hung flat openings with p1-ain wood
surroundings, an exception are the two srhal-l- windows adjoining the door leading out onto
the upstairs balcony. a l-oose adaptation of the Pai-l-adian wondow. The main entrance
is a single door with two adjoining glass panels. The original porch was replaced
around the turn of the centLrry by a Neo-Jacobean Style porch with a decorated pediment
over the entrance.

The interior of the home features hardwood floors and parquet borders around the
roons. In L958 the I-ibrary and dining room were combined into one room by removing the
waL1" and sl-iding doors between them. Al-so, the porch in the northwest rear of the
house was coverted into public restrooms. The porch had original-l-y been covered by
a trel-l-is. The 4 bedrooms on the second floor have been eonverted into an apartment
for a tr-ive-in caretaker and the kitchen was modernized, probably around l-961-.
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STATEMENT OF SIGNIFICANCE

This L9th century Italianate home was buiLt circa 1-859 by Anson Wol-cott, 1-andowner and
developer, business ^o, prominent attorney and found.er of the town of Woleott. The blue-prints were drar.m by architeet and builder T. Ti1-Ly of Chicago, Ill-inois. In 1868 Anson
Wolcott was elected to the Indiana State Senate on the Republ-ican tieket. Ihere he
served as chairman of the Finance Cormrittee during the seisons of 1869 and l-870. In
1876, Mr. Colcott broke with the Republican Party and ran for Governor on the GreenbackParty ticket.

Eben H. Wolcott (L866-L941), the son, of Anson wolcott, was also a member of the Indianastate Senate and served in several- appointed positions in more than one administration.

Roger G. Wolcott (1-893-L958), served in the Indiana Senate from Marion County and was
known as a racing enthusiast. He founded the Iloosier Hundred auto race r^rhieh is heldat the Indiana State Fairgrounds and is the richest dirt track race in the countrv.Mr. Roger wolcott l-eft the house to princeton Township in 1957.

The Wolcottrs trace their ancestry to Oliver Wolcott, a del-egate to the Continental-
Congress from Connecticut and a signer of the Declaration of Independence.

The house draws its significance as the home of 3 generations of influential- and civic
minded Hoosiers, and as an architectural masterpiece built during the early developmentperiod of that area of the State, when rnost buildings were very siryle and erude.

The trIolcott House is a landmark in Wolcott and the most significant building both
architectural-ly and historically in town.
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
